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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 & 5-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
show or make obvious Applicants' widening. Although the prior art (such as the Khubani 
reference US2002/0092381A1) teaches a strap having an end thickening installed in a slit recess 
by a widened lower hole, there is no motivation to add this feature to a support structure of a 
convertible vehicle arranged across the roof. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
